means, never wll! permanantly 
satisfy 
the people, for It corrects none of the 
Immoral practices of which the people 
complain. 
"Wo are ghlng about 75 per cent of 
our time to fighting 
among oui salves 
about ourselves, and only about 25 per 
cent In promoting our foreign commerce 
and trade, while such a formidable com- 
petitor as Germany Is doing exactly the 
reverse. The average American business 
man IB honest, and is just as desirous 
of obeying the law ab Is any one of his 
fellow citizens. Yet when they come to 
make necessary trade agreements, 
are 


puzzled lest they may find they have un- 
wittingly transgressed the law, and they 
are unable to find out In advance what 
the law Is. 
"This Is all wrong. 
There should be 
absolute clearness of the law and there 
should be a competnent administrative 
body to do for the world of industrial 
production what the Interstate Commerce. 
Commission has done for tho world of 
Industrial transportation. 
"Thero must be over big business a 
control and supervision by the nation, 
(or, 
if necessary, by the State), which 


.s unnecessary as regards small business. I 
Our laws do not prevent over-capitaliza- 
tion or the flagrant abuse of power In 
exploiting the business of the people for 
:ha personal gain of a few; and yet they 
threaten vague disaster, not merely to 
dishonest, but to honest business men- 
There Is urgont need that they should 
be made both more definite and more 
efficient. 


"I do not believe In making mere size 


X)f Itself criminal, but size does 
un- 
questionably carry the potentiality of so 
much grave wrong doing 
that there 
should, by law, t>e provision made for 
the strict supervision and regulation of 
those great concerns that do an Inter- 
state business. 


STRANGLING BUSINESS. 


'It la Idle to trust such regulation 
rnerely to the effort to prohibit all com- 
binations, and thereby to restore the con- 
ditions of 60 years ago. Nor it is wise 
to trust only to a succession of law suits 
for removing the evils of monopoly and 
the like. 
In the ordinary 
the 
ultra- 
opponents of corporations have embarked 
on a process of strangling business. The- 
effort has been successful chiefly to the 
extent of alarming: all business and has 
not been successful as regards thorough- 
ly and adequately 
controlling the very 
imds of big business which it is most 
urgently necessary thus to control. 
"Wall-street was inclined to favor con- 
trol, being at that time alarmed as to 
the workings of the anti-trust act, In 
jp of the recent Standard Oil and To- 


b~acco trust decisions. 
Obviously, how- 
ever, "Wall street has changed its mind. 
It was prepared to support the policy 
of honesty and efficient control rather 
than to see the ruin of both bad and 
good business. 
"But the representatives of the worst 
kinds of big business have now concluded 
that the Standard OH and Tobacco trusts 
were not really hurt by the decisions— 
indeed, that they were benefited. These 
men care nothing for honest business or 
for the welfare of the general business 
community if It conflicts with the policy 
under which they hope to thrive better 
than under a policy of real control. 
"The Republican party, in its platform 


of four years ago, in speaking of the 
Sherman law, declared as follows: 
"Experience has shown that its ef- 
fectiveness can be strengthened and its 
real objects better attained 
by such 
amendments as will give to tho Federal 
government greater supervision and con- 
trol over and secure greater publicity In 
the management of that class of corpora- 
tions engaged in 
Interstate commerce 
having power and opportunity to effect 
monopolies. 


NO LAW PASSED. 


"However, no law was passed in ac 
cordance with . this 
declaration. 
The 
suits against the Standard. Oil.trust and 
the Tobacco trust wero nominally suc- 
cessful. For a moment. Avail street was 
much alarmed and turned to my pro- 
posal. 
Then it plucked up heart, and 
inspired and entered upon a campaign 


I of violent denunciation of me. 
• "What our Teople want la that the 
' evils of big Interests be eradicated and 
the advantages, the benefits preserved. 
I believe that our country Is ripe today 
for a straightforward, unflinching com- 
mon sense treatment of the trust ques- 
| tlon. Or course. It's a question. But this 
country does not mind tackling big ques- 
tions. Our people realize that Uie trust 
problem Is a big problem, but they, the 
people, have the hard 
common sense 
necessary to solve It. It will not solve 
itself. 
The people must solve It And 
they must solve it by Insisting on a 
just and wise, but thoroughgoing and 
i efficient control. 
L<et our opponents of 
reactionary habit make no mistake. The 
| people are demanding more voice In af- 
| fairs industrial no less than in affairs 
political. Our opponents believe the peo- 
! pie cannot be trusted. 
We Relieve that 
they can be. Why. 
Because they have 
been educated and because they are of 
the stuff that gives good results under 
examination. 
We believe In real dem- 
ocracy for America because we have a 
profound faith in the moral, mental and 
physical fiber of tho average American 
man and the average American woman; 
and we believe that they have been edu- 
cated In the true sense of the word, 
as the men and woman of no other nation 
have been educated. 


J'We must achieve a permanent pros- 
perity based 
on 
Justice—a prosperity- 
which must come by the wise and reso- 
lute-effort to'control business by law. 
and especially by administrative 
work 
under the law." 


Chairman John F. MulHns of tho, 


Supervisors was present at the meet- 
ing held by tho Alameda Civic Asso- 
ciation last night and gave £he mem- 
bers facts and figures pertaining to 
taxation in this uoirnt} "-nlucTi bad 
been requested of him as a, means 
for enabling the association in its in- 
vestigation toward equalizing property 
assessments ami lowering the tax rate.

developed that there was a strong 
sentiment in tfivor ot a county charter 
and commission form of government 
that would include both the city and 
county.

end of the present fiscal year a sur- 
plus of something like $400,000 in the 
county funds and it had been inti- 
mated that this 
amount would be 


shown as there had been a mistake 
made In figuring by the finance com- 
mittee of the Supervisors. 


$200,000 StJRPIjTTS. 


Chairman. Mullins explained In a 


convincing manner 
that 
instead of 


such a large surplus there would in 
reality bo about $200,000 and Chair- 
man C. F. Gorman of the association 
admitted that he might possibly have 
made a mistake in arriving at con- 
clusions. 
•What -we want to do is to get down 


to facts," said Gorman. "It may be 
.hat we have not figured right and it 
was for this reason that we asked Mr. 
Hulllns to come here tonight." It is 
.he purpose of this association, to^£e 
lair to every one and to act without 
malice in every particular. To work 
lor tho benefit of all the people and 
lor the county will be our endeavor 
and we trust t"hat -we will not be mis- 
understood." 
"There is a -wrong system somewhere 


and we desire to find out where it is 
and "have it remedied if possible." 


•It takes heroic efforts to 
remedy 


such conditions," said Supervisor Mul- 
ing, on taking the floor. 
"I want to 


assure the people of this county that I 
am here to tvork for their best-Interests 
and to work all of the time. 1 assure 
you that I will do everything In my pow- 
er to rectify these evils, for. I know that 
a great many exist. It cannot be done 
all at once, however, and I have been 
striving for some time past to eliminate 
reckless expenditure of county funds. A 
great deal has been accomplished, but 
there is more to be done. 


•I am a public official to serve the 


people and what is best I will endeavor 
to do at all times. As to the methods 
of assessment, that Is a matter that is 
up to the assessor. I have taken up the 
question with District Attorney Dona- 
hue, 
but he informs me that there is no 


way in which we can legally contribute 
to additional expense. 


"If there Is anything that can be done, 


however, to lower the tax rate I want 
to tell you now that I will put forth 
my best efforts to have it lowered. If 
in. September It Is shown that there IB 
such a large balance In the county treas- 
ury, I will be in favor of lowering the 
rate 'of 30 cents Instead of what It Is at 
the present time, $1.28. There is $187,- 
000,000- valuation at this time. - 


NECESSAftY SURPLUS. 


"As to the large surplus which It has 


been stated we have at this time, I be- 
lieve someone must have made a mis- 
take in figuring, for the records show 
that such is not the case^ In order to 
obtain the amount of more than $400,000 
surplus it wouldy-be necessary to figure 
In the surplus of 1910-11. but In reality 
there was no such surplus ><>t that year. 
There was about $168,000 paid out for 
tho county Jail and the remainder Is a 
necessary surplus that must bo carried

)ers so far as the alleged large surplus 
s concerned. 


. W. Phillips, a member of the Civic 


Association, took occasion to attack the 
methods employed by Assessor Homer in 
:atherinss appraisements of property. He 
declared that the men appointed deputies 
were largely incompetent and made a. 
motion that the association should go on 
record as favoring their recall, 
.The 


motion was seconded by Judge J. C. Co- 
burn of Emeryville but It was looked up- 
on as too radical and was finally re- 
erred to the executive committee for 
consideration. 


"We ought to have men. appointed to 


make assessments who know the value 
of property," said Phillips. "We should 


\ e competent men and some pressure 


should be brought to b«ar upon the as- 
sessor for the revocation of appointments 
of such of the eighteen deputies who are 
ncompetent and to replace them with 
men qualified" for the office," 


1200,000 ADDED. 


E. B. Bull reported to the meeting that 


as chairman of ten real estate men who 
had been working on the assessment rolls 
covering about 200 blocks that as a re- 
sult of their efforts nearly $200,000 had 
been added to the values in the city 
alone and almost as much to the county 
assessment. Work is still being continued 
and Chairman C. F. Gorman said that the 
city had been almost covered.

Wauls the Protective Tariff Abolished. 


All the big eastern sugar refiners told the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee of the House of Representatives that they wanted sugar put 
on the free list, yet the Stockton Record wants the duty on sugar 
abolished to spite the refiners. The proposition is a good deal like 
choking a dog to death with butter. Our Stockton contemporary 
is artless enough (or claims to be) to believe the Sugar Trust can 
be hurt by giving it precisely what it wants. Continues the Record: 


"Speaking of the ?ugar industry, we doubt whether there are 


over 35,000 persons in the United States interested directly in it- 
counting from the heads of the Sugar Trust down to the land owner 
who raises beets." 


Whether sincere or not, the Record's doubts have no statistical 


value. Only a few days ago a representative of the Louisiana cane- 
growers stated in Washington that over 100,000 people in Louisi- 
ana were directly interested in cane-planting and sugar-making. An 
examination of the Federal Census report proves that the statement 
was well within the truth. 


We do not have the figures for California at hand, but we are 


quite confident that fully 35,000 persons in this State are directly 
interested in the sugar industry. There are seven beet sugar fac- 
tories and two cane sugar refineries in California, employing some 
thousands of hands. Probably 25,000 acres of land are devoted to 
beet culture. Not less than 25,000 hands are employed in beet till 
age alone, to say nothing of land owners and others having a direct 
or contingent interest in the sugar industry. 


The Record says the sugar duty is not protection but an impost 


levied for the privilege of a class. That it does protect the cane 
and beet-growers is a demonstrated fact. Apparently our Stockton 
contemporary is opposed to the sugar tariff because it is protective, 
else what does it mean by "bolstering up the financial interests of 
a few thousands at the expense of millions?" 


It is the policy of protection the Record is attacking. That pol- 


icy sustains the citrus fruit, prune, raisin, olive and wine industries 
as 'well as the domestic sugar industry. To be consistent, the Rec- 
ord will have to demand the abolition of all protective duties. If 
the producers of California want that sort of thing they had better 
vote the Democratic ticket at once instead of trying to turn the 
Republican party into a free trade organization.

In Oakland the police authority 
was openly challenged and defied by men who came to make trou- 
ble, to stir up a row. 


Any man who allies himself with these lawless 
disturbers, 


whether openly or secretly, in the hope of gaining a personal advan- 
tage or wreaking vengeance on political enemies will make the mis- 
take of his life. Public sentiment in this matter will not brook such al- 
liances nor tolerate political methods so repugnant to good order and 
sound public policy. There can be no doubt of the result when 
public right, the law, decency and public order arc arrayed in oppo- 
sition to aggressive disorder, riotous assemblages in the streets and 
chronic disturbance by the vagrant elements of society. 


_Besidcs, the recall proposition is loaded at both ends, and men 


who live in glass houses should refrain from throwing stones. In 
the present case stone-throwing is 'particularly dangerous. Hence 
discretion should restrain the County Clerk's office from interfer- 
ence with the municipal officers in the discharge of their duty. 


So we have to go abroad for news. The Visalia Times says Ed 


Morrell, follower of Chris Evans, two-term convict and protege of 
Fremont Older, wants to go to the Legislature from Oakland. Per- 
haps he does, but nobody here wants him to go. Having been 
twice convicted of felony, Morrell should be disfranchised if he is 
not. The San Francisco Bulletin and Stitt Wilson may regard him 
as good legislative timber, but the ordinary citizen will be more 
disposed to think Morrell had better be made to go to work instead 
of bumming around the country talking about prison reform.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 15.—-Fire 
that caused great excitement and did 
?1,000 damage in the ballroom of the 
Officers' club at the Presidio during 
a regimental hop last night was at- 
tended by u. spectacular series of ac- 
cidents. 
While the burning building was il- 


luminating 
the 
Presidio, hers are 
some of the things that happened: 
. The big fireboat David 
Scannell 


stuck in the mud near Harbor View. 


A fire engine snorting sparks was 


overturned on a dark road and came 
near starting another fire. 


A score or more of women had ex- 


"pensive eo'wns ruined by sparks- and 
water. 


A fireman broke his leg. 
Officers in uniforms and women in 


'evening; dress were waltzing to the 
music of a military band shortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock when 
smoke 
and 


flame, shot from one end of the ball- 
room near a defective flue. 


The music stopped suddenly 
and 
there was a rush for the doors that 
led down a flight of stairs 
to 
the 


ground floor. . 


All of the dancers, musicians and 
servants escaped in safety and a gen- 
eral alarm was turned in. 


The fire call also -was sounfled, and 
troops appeared and began fighting 
the flames as apparatus from the 
municipal fire department was being 
hurried to the post. 


EXGIXE OVERTURNS. 


Engine No. 23, responding to the 
alarm from Washington and Brod- 
erick streets, entered the reservation 
through the Presidio avcnus entrance 
The road that leads to the Officers' 
club 
from 
this 
entrance 
winds 
through a' dark forest, and, as the 
engine was being driven around 
a 
sharp turn, it struck a small embank- 
ment and was overturned. 


AH of the firemen riding on the en- 
gine escaped injury except Engineer 
Hewitt, who broke a leg and had to 
be hauled out of the roadway 
by 
members of the company to escape 
being burned by a shower of flying 
sparks that issued from the stack of 
the boiler. 
The sparks began drift- 


ing' toward a thick clump of tall "foli- 
age, and, to prevent the possibility 
of another blaze on the grounds, the 
firemen banked the fire. in the en- 
gine.- 


A chemical engine reached 
the 
burning building- shortly afterward, 
and, assisted by the fire fighting ap- 
paratus of the troops, soon had the 
fire- under control. 


The; officers and the women attend- 


ing the hop were gathered about the 
buiding watching the firemen at work 
when a sudden shift in. the wind sent 
a. scatter of burning embers and a 
shower of water from the chemical 
engine 
in 
their 
direction.

handsome gowns 'were • ruined 'by the 
double deluge of fire and water. 


The Officers' club is a two-story 
frame building overlooking the pa- 
rade grounds. The flames were con- 
fined to the ballroom on the upper 
floor, the remainder of the building 
escaping damage. 


The fireboat David Scannell was 


lying at the Lombard-street whar) 
when the alaym of fire wag- sounded 
The vessel steamed 'quickly to the 
quartermaster's whar? of - the Pre- 
sidio and was making toward the 
reservation when It went'on the mud 
below Cavalry flat, west of-Harbor 
View, while backing out 


Shrieking whistles told- of. the Scan- 


nell's distress, and the flreboat Sulli- 
van, the quartermaster's tug-Slocum 
and the government tug Lieutenant 
Barrett went to its assistance. 


Lines were cast to the Scannell, but 


it was early this morning before the 
puffing tugs had succeeded In pulling 
it free from the mud. 
The task, was made difficult be- 
cause the tide was on the ebb when 
the Scannell went aground.

WATER POWER MONOPOLY 


IS FEARED BY 
OFFICIAL 


Commissioner of Corporations Reports to 


Tatt; California Figures Given 


WASHINGTON, March IB — Concen- 


tration of control "over water powers by 
large Interests In Important localities is 
increasing so rapidly that Herbert Knox 
Smith, commissioner of corporations, Has 
reported to President Taft that the gov- 
ernment should preserve title to the re- 
maining power sites and develop them 
to prevent a possible monopolization of 
public utility companies. 
A full report 
of the commissioner's Investigation 01 
water power development was presented 
to the President today. 
Commissioner Smith directs 
particular 
attention to the increasing affiliation ot 
water pouer concerns and public servica 
agencies, such as street 
railway 
and 
lighting corporations, 
and 
oftentimes 
banks as well. The connection between 
such concerns he regards of serious pub- 
lic significance. 
The concentration of 
control over water powers, the com- 
missioner declares, is exercised 
partly 
by direct ownership of stock, but mainly 
through Interlocking directorates 
The rapidly increasing concentration ol 


Hater power control about which the 
commissioner sounds a warning may be- 
come, he says, the nucleus for a monop- 
oly of both water and steam power. If 
the water power cannot meet the entire 
demand of a given locality he points out 
that the owners can acquire auxiliary fuel 
plants and handle water and fuel power 
over the same distributing lines and thus 
a complete commercial power monopoly 
might gradually be built up—In fact al- 
ready exists in a number of communi- 
ties 


TEN GREAT GROUPS. 


Ten great groups of interests, with 
the General Electric company as 
the 
most powerful, are declared by Commis- 
sioner Smith to control or strongly In- 
fluence about 60 per cent of the devel- 
oped commercial 
water power of the 
United States. These ten groups them- 
selves are more or 
less 
Inter-related, 
.with resultant growing community of 
Interests. 
In this connection the com- 
missioner's report says- 
"In this maze of inter-relationships, 


ranging from practically 
joint control 
down to personal association in common 
directorates is clearly revealed in 
the 
drift of water power and public utility 
corporations under the control of a few 
very powerful interests. These connec- 
tions, some stronger and some weaker, 
suggest a favorable condition for a very 
small number of men to consolidate very 
large interests whenever they may decide 
it to their advantage to do so. 
This 
Inter-locking of Interests through direc- 
tors, while not necessarily Indicating a 
purpose of monopoly, certainly affords an 
Incentive and a means to combination." 
Smith, urging the Immediate formula- 
tion of a definite policy of \developlng 
the remaining -water power sites on the 
public domain, 
recommends 
generally 
speaking that the government retain the 
ultimate control of these sites. 
They 
should be developed at once, he declares, 
not only to conserve the fuel supply of 
the country, but because they are fast 
passing Into private control. 
It Is esti- 
mated that the water powjer now in use 
saves 33,000,000 tons of coal annually 
and, Smith" adds, the water power re- 
source is not expended in its using. 


SOLVING PROBLEM. 


The problem of development, the com- 
missioner continues, cannot be solved by 
fixing by law the selling price of water 
power by Itself, which, In any event, 
will be controlled by the cost of fuel 
power. 
Recognizing that the, meat effi- 
cient use of water power requires a con- 
siderable degree of unified control, the 
commissioner makes this 
recomnlenda- 
tlon for'the development of public water 
powers: 
"The public tan elthefdevelop and op- 
erate-the sites, selling the energy at 
"market rates, or the public may lease the 
sites at a.rental fairly representing ltd 
natural value " 
The" commissioner fa- 
vors the rental system. 
The water power -of the country, de- 
veloped and practically capable of devel- 
opment at this time, probably does not 
exceed 25,000,000 horsepower, Smith says 
Ths total developed water power today 
Is about 6,000,000 horsepower. The total 
stationary power used in 
the 
United 
States—steam, water and gas—Is prob- 
ably over 30,000,000 horsepower. 
The buieau of corporations, In Its In- 
vestigations, found concentration of wa- 
ter powers, according to the report. In 
three distintt phases. First there was 
a centralization of control In each Im- 
portant locality; secondly,, large Inter- 
ests Influenced a number 'of these local 
concerns, and finally there was found a 
growing relationship among the big In- 
terest*.

TWO BROAD AREAS. 


There are two broad areas of con- 
centration in California— one In the 
vicinity of San Francisco, and the 
other at IMS Angeles.

Thews other companies, with 
their subsidiaries and with the General 
Electric ana it* subgldiaries, make a far- 
reaching group thus Interconnected by 
active personal and financial- relation-

"This one group of interrelationships 
controls or Influences 
24 corporations

banks and 
financial houses, many of 
them in the first rank of importance 
About 20 General Electric men in all

SAN FRANCISCO, March 15—An aux- 


iliary key to the strong box within the 
cafe In Fischbeck's cafe, 236 Powell street, 
prevented a cool and clover burglar from 
obtaining $175 in cash and valuable se- 
curities at 4 o'clock this morning." De- 
spite well-laid plans founded on an ac- 
curate knowledge of the interior of thft 
place the Intruder' was foiled In his ef- 
forts and obtained nothing for his pains, 
although he worked two hours In the com- 
mission of the crime. 


The coolness of the burclar IB bent evi- 


denced by his assumption of the role Of 
an employe of the place when'he Was sur- 
prised by the night clerk of the Strat- 
ford hotel, as he was leaving. The cafe 
is located in tho heart of tho retail, the- 
ater and hotel district and Is well pro- 
tected by police. Entrance was gained 
by jimmying tho front door and then-se- 
curing it on the Inside while thft operator 
worked. He knocked out the combination 
of tho safe, opened tho receptacle and 
then went beneath tho bar where, in one 
of the drawers, there Is a bowl of sugar. 
In the sugar is concealed the key to the 
cash drawer. 


Thus far the burglar 
Indicated 
his 


familiarity with the premises, but bo did 
not know of the safety key which re- 
posed In plain sight on top of the empty 
cash register, and without It he was un- 
able to open the box. At 4.30 o'clock the 
night clerk In the hotel above, heard a 
noise and hurried down stairs to catch 
the stranger leaving.

POLITICS RIFE 


IN LABOR 


Unions and Socialists Busy 


Talking Over Proposed 


Candidates. 


Many Mentioned for 
Places 


Should City Officials 


Be Recalled. 


A lively miniature political cam- 


paign is beginning in the ranks of 
the Union Labor organizations 
and 


Socialist party for endorsement 
to 


the offices that will be vacant should 
the proposed recall of the city offi- 
cials, 
threatened by the organiza- 


tions, be sucessful., The union men 
have ifeen discussing members as pos- 
sible candidates for several days past, 
and have given several their endorse- 
ment. 
Tho Socialists also have con- 


sidered men in their 
organization, 


and It may be that two sets of offi- 
cers will be put on the ballot by these 
movements alone. • Several Independ- 
ent candidates, also, are expected to 
file petitions for nomination should 
the recall be carried through. 


No official endorsement by either 


the unions or the Socialists will be 
made until the details of the threat- 
ened recall are definitely decided. It 
Is possible that candidates 
will 
be 
placed on the same ballot as the re- 
call, this being permissible. 
In connection with this phase Com- 
missioner John Forrest has discov- 
ered what may prove a joker in the 
matter, and has discussed his discov- 
ery with several union men. Accord- 
ing to Forrest, If the recall is direct- 
ed against a majority of the council 
and carries, and the vote is split up 
on the, council candidates, on the bal- 
lot, so that none, gain a majority of 
votes, there will be no council in of- 
fice to call another election, and the 
city will be without government or 
legal manner In which to choose one. 


HAS DISCUSSED JOKER. 


"I have ..discussed this matter with 
a number of, people," said Forrest, 
"and believe-that It could be consid- 
ered with some, degree of profit be- 
fore any decision , Is made to recall 
many of the present officials. 
The 
city In a predicament of that kind, 
with no council, and no means 
of 
naming officials, for the charter pro- 
vides that the majority of the council 
call elections, would be the laughing 
stock of the world." 


The matter has been mentioned to 
the committee of the Building Trades 
Council, now working on the Hamil- 
ton hall case and, the proposed re- 
call, and may be included in tholr 
recommendations to the union labor 
body next- Tuesday night. 


Prominent among the union men 
already mentioned as possible can- 
didates are J/ Lavln of the bricklay- 
ers' union and W. C. Morgan of the 
carmen, who in also a Socialist. In 
case of Morgan's endorsement by the 
unions, -the Socialists would'probably 
Join In suporting him. Last year he 
was a Socialist candidate 
for 
the 
council. 


SPOONER, MENTIONED. 


William Spooner, formerly a presi- 


dent of the Central Labor Council, Is 
also" mentioned as a possible candi- 
date, .and many of the-building trades 
men- are said to be In • favor of his 
candidacy. It was due In part to hi« 
efforts while ho was president of the 
Central Labor Council that that body 
and the Building Trades Council af- 
filiated. 


Layln and Morgan are looked upon 
•generally -in the unions as being the 
probable labor candidates for the of- 
fices of Mayor Mott and F. C. Turner. 
The unions havo considered no other 
recalls. 


"We only Intend to take action In 
this matter ao far as .It is connected 
with the abridgment of tree speech," 
said John Kellv, president 
of 
the 


Central Labor Council. "This organ- 
ization Is not a political body, and 
will. In any case,' go no further than 
to pass resolutions recommending the 
recall. 


"We will not Interfere with or take 
part In the threatened recall of the 
board of education. That Is out of 
our province." 


The Socialists and Building Trades 
Council are both awaiting 
reports 


from their committees, and will take 
no official action .until next week.

Decoration to Pastor on 


Behalf of Emperor. 


.BERKELEY, March 15.—A signal token 


of appreciation and esteem was paid the 
Rev. H. B. Johnson of this city, superin- 
tendent of the Pacific Japanese Mission 
of ipjo Methodist Episcopal church, by a 
laffire number of his Japanese and Ameri- 
can friends who assembled at tho Trin- 
ity Methodist church last evening. 
The 


chief speaker of the evening was the 
Japanese Consul of San Francisco, Mat- 
suzo Najal who testified to the high re- 
gard In which Dr. Johnson is held by the 
Japanese people and who early in the 
evening pinned upon the latter's coat the 
resplendent decoration recently conferred 
by the emperor of Tolcio, the decoration 
of the fourth'grade of the Order of the 
Rising Sun. 
Tho Rev. Z. Hirota, pastor of the local 
Japanese Methodist church, presided and 
ma.de the introductory address, stating 
that one of the objects of the mission had 
been to promote friendly relations be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 
Following the local pastor an address 
in the Japanese language was made' by 
the pastor of the Japanese Methodist 
church in San Francisco, the Rev. Z. T. 
Komuro. 
Consul Najai, in presenting the decora- 
tion, intimated that the future might 
bring yet higher recognition to Dr. John- 
son from the emperor. 
Further addresses of 
congratulations 


•were given by the Rev. Dr. Bovard, editor 
of th California Christian Advocate, by 
Dr. Kurosawa of San Francisco, vice- 
president of the Japan Association, and 
by the Rev. C. B. Dalton. pastor of the 
Trinity Methodist church1 of Berkeley. 
Dr. Johnson in his reply to .the ad- 
dresses testified to the pleasajit relations 
which had always existed between him 
i'and the Japanese.

• pronounced the benediction after which 
the doors of'the lecture room were thrown 
open and the Japanese' were found ..to 
have provided refreshments for all their 
guests and to have decorated the rooms 
with the flags ot all nations..

Takehita and Mr. Murabami sang solos 
earlier In the evening.

ON CITF CHARTER 


Correspondents Seek Pension 


Claimed to Be'Due; City 


Attorney Answers. 


EDITOR TRIBrJvE- Ts It possible to 


make a naw law to deprive the old men in 
tho service from their just rights, thev 
not ha\lng died when the new charte- 
goes Into effect? 
They entered the plan 


In Rood faith and helped to see nearly 
every one raid, except these few old men 
1 am sure that the ctt> of Oakland did 
not mean to deprive these old men of 
thc-lr rights, that is old men, who had 
been In the service 'for years. 
It was 


probably intended foi those joining the 
police force after the new chat ter went 
Into effect. 


The very first clause of the article of the 


charter says that "when a member of the 
department shall die after ten years of 
service, then his widow, and if there be 
no widow, then his children shall be en- 
titled 
to 
the 
sum 
of one 
thousand 


(51000.00) dollars: then if there be no 
widow and no children then the money 
ib to go to policeman's mother if sho is 
living and dependent " And it does not 
sav anything about dependent children or 
about minor children, at all. 
Now later 


on our Rood City Attorney of your city 
has seen flt to pick out some particular 
clause which refers to dependent and 
minor children in special cases, but It 
seems on the face of it that it is simply 
his opinion, possibly to help his good city 
out, 
or possibly for him to sain favor 
When In reality the very first clause of 
the section states that he should have it 
If he has been in the service and no ref- 
erence Is made to minors or dependent 
children. Whoever heard of a man living, 
and living until he was about 90 years old 
and having any dependent children; ana 
still do you think it is right to cheat him 
out of this amount which should right- 
fully come to him. Probably he had been 
thinking that In his declining years hn 
would have some money to wind up his 
career. Do you think it Is. right for the 
city of Oakland to flx It that way and to 
keep the money? My dear father was one 
of the first men, as you know, to help 
get this law Into effect and he has lived to 
sec nearly all of the policemen's friends 
die and their families get this -money 
which they are rightfully entitled to, and 
now when he gets*there, dear old man, 
yes, grand old man that he was, is de- 
prived of his right after all of the years 
of service and honors 
I not only think 
it is unjust and wrong, but unfair to him 
and his family and not only that, but to 
the public at large. 
I wish that you would look into this 
matter and on behalf of the friendship 
of my mother and father that something 
might be done to straighten this out with- 
out further trouble. 
Possibly at another 


meeting later they may find that they 
are wrong In the matter and may recon- 
sider their action that thfey took on the 
opinion of the City Attorney, when the 
first clause of the charter says that It 
should go to the widow, or children.

WOOLNER'S OPINION. 


The opinion of City Attorney Woolner 


referred to in the foregoing letter is as 
follows:

To the Board of Trustees of the Police 


Relief and Pension Fund, Oakland, 
California. 
Gentlemen: I am in receipt of your letter 


of the 6th Inst. requesting an opinion as 
to the validity of tho claims of Nellie I. 
Damon and David H. Rand on the Police 
Relief and Pension Fund for $1000, said 
claim being based upon the provision con- 
tained In Subdivision 2 of Section 96 of 
the Charter of the City of Oakland. 
From tho papers submitted to me, It 
appears that Hall B. Rand. 
a. retired 
member of the Police Department, died 
November 21. 1011, at the age of 83 years; 
that at the time of said Rand's death, he 
left no widow, but he did leave surviving 
one daughter, and ono son. the above 
named claimants. 
Both said i on and 


daughter are adults. 
The claimants rely on Subdivision 2 


of Section 96 of tho Charter, which reads 
as follows: 
"When a member of the department 


shall die from causes other than those 
specified In subdivision 1 of this sec- 
tion after ten years of service, then his 
widow, and if there bo no widow, then 
his children, and If there bo no widow or 
children, then his mother, if dependent 
upon him for support, shall be entitled to 
the sum ot one thousand (J1000) dollars 
Under the henfl nf "Polleo Relief and 


Pension Fund" the Charter has provided 
a system of pensioning members of tho 
Pollc* Department, and In the event 
of death, providing for tho dependent 
family of said members, and the said sub- 
ject Is considered In Sections S3 to 36 
inclusive of tha Charter. 
Subdivision 1 of Section H6 makes pro- 


vision for the family of any officer killed 
In the ptrformance of his duty. In this 
subdivision under the heading (b) we 
find the following language: 
"Should the decedent leave no widow, 


but leavo an orphan child or children, 
under tbo OKO of sixteen years, or should 
the decedent leavo a widow and child or 
children, under the age of sixteen years, 
and the widow dies without remarrying, 
while, such child or children aro yet un- 
der tho nge of sixteen yoars, such child, 
or children collectively, shall receive a 
pension equal to one-half tho salary at- 
tft^hod to the position held by their father 
at the time of his death Intll the youngest 
child attains tho age of sixteen years; 
provided, that no child shall receive any 
such pension after attaining the age of 
sixteen years" 
In consideration of these sections and 


subdivisions thereof of the. Charter, the 
question arlsos, was it Intended bv tho 
framers of the organic law of tho city to 
limit the meaning of tho word "children 
as used In Subdivision 2 of Section !)fi. to 
persons under 18 years of age, as defined 
in Subdivision 1 of the name, section? 
In construing these provisions of the 


Charter, we are to be guided by the de- 
cisions of tho ^Supreme Court

Interpreted'" as to make It compatible 
with common se.n«e and dictates of jus- 
tice."—22 Cal.

"Do you think," sha said, ''that our

While Tully was busy 
writing 'The Bird of Paradise,' I was 
writing another book, 'The Poor Little 
Rich Girl,' which is to be a companion 
to 'The Biography of a Prairie Girl.' No, 
do not let any one think it was jealousy 
or disagreement or any unpleasantness 
as regards our books and plays." 


The only way Mrs. Tully would ac- 


knowledge that their work might have 
caused the separation was by saying that 
placidity of mind was more necessary 
to those who write, than to others. 


NEEDS PEACE OF MIND. 


"I do not see any reason for letting 


the idea prevail that our separation is 
of necessity due to' any hair raising 
violent type of disagreement. 
We people 


uho write must be free from irritations, 
or we can not do our work. If we^ ara 
subjected to annoyances, not only our 
output, but Its quality decreases. 
We 


must have peace of mind. Consequently, 
divorce is more of a requisite for us when 
we are not harmonious." 


It was this tempermental attitude that 


led to the romantic marriage that united 
tho Tullys some 11 years ago, when they 
were both students at tho University of 
California. 


"Our marriage," said Mrs. 'Tully, "was 


tha result of that romantic turn of mind 
which led us later to 'write onr booki 
and plays. We must be dramatic in all 
things. 


"We were married from January to 


May before we told thci public of it, al- 
though our families knew. The members 
of the staffs of papers on which Tully and 
I worked knew nnd a number of our In- 
timate friends were also told. 


"There were no reasons why we should 


not have told every one of It, save that 
we were bcth at college, for it would have 
caused a vast amount of talking and 
teasing. 
We both felt that It was a 


wonderful and romantic thing to do." 


Mrs. Tully is undecided as to the length

his affidavit that he has 'resided In the 
United States for five years, and in this 
State for one year next preceding the 
time of application, and that he would ba 
an elector of the county, or city and 
county at the next succeeding election; 
provided, however, if such naturalized cit- 
izen shall hare been previously registered 
as a qualified elector in any of'the coun- 
ties or cities and counties of this State, 
and shall produce a certificate of sucn 
reirlstratton, Issued by the party author- 
ized by law to issue such certificate, -which 
shall recite the time and place of na,.- 
uralizatlon of such elector, such certificate 
shall be priina facie evidence of his nat- 
uralization. In the event that such nat- 
uralized citizen shall state in his affidavit 
that he was naturalized in the county or 
city and county in which he seeks to reg- 
ister, or in'the event that he -was pre- 
viously registered within the preceding 
eight years within the county or city and 
county In which he seeka to register, and 
his certlflcati of naturalization has not 
been revoked, he shall not be required to 
produce bis certificate of naturalization, 
nor to make such affidavit of lost cer- 
tificate in lieu thereof, provided, however, 
that in any county or city and county 
•where the affidavits of registration have 
been destroyed by fire or conflagration, or 
other public calamity, the above stated 
provision as to previous registration with- 
in tha preceding eight years shall In such 
county or city and county, apply only for 
such number.of years past as there shall 
.exist a record of previous registrat on. and 
not to 
exceed In any event said eight 


years.

3. If born in a foreign country, upon his 


affidavit that he became a citizen of the 
United States by virtue of the -naturaliza- 
tion of his father while he was residing 
in the United States and under the age 
of twenty-one years, and that he Is or 
would be an elector of the county at the 
next ensuing election " 
4 In all other case", upon the affldaiit 


of tho party that lie Is or will be an elector 
of the county at the next succeeding elec- 
tion. Such affidavit must be made before 
the county clerk or officer charged with 
the registration of voters, or their deputj. 
If any elector is absent from the county 
in which he claims residence, he may ap- 
pear before any judge or clerk of any 
court of rcco'd, or notary public, or if In 
a foreign country, before any minister, 
consul, or vice-consul of the United States, 
and make and subscribe an affidavit as to 
his residence, specifying In what ward or 
precinct he claims residence: that he will 
be necessarily and unavoidably absent 
from said countv. or city and county, on 
all tho days allowed t>v IPT fr C»noral reg- 
istration of clectuis, and setting forth in 
such affidavit each and all the matters 
required 
by section one thousand and 


ninety-six of the Political Code of the 
State of California, and forward such af- 
fidavit, duly authenticated as above, by 
mail, enclosed In an envelope, addressed 
to the county clerk of any countv, or the 
registrar of voters In any city and county.
